to set out the principles of the Presi- 
dent's statement in the statutes giv- 
ine him specific authority to deal 
with certain abuses, than to attempt 
to clothe him with general power to

BIG OFFENSIVE 


IN FRANCE WILL 


DEVELOP SOON 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELCORAMl 


. New York, May 29.—While the 
only sphere of intensive military ac- 
tivity at present is on the Austro- 
italian front where General Cadorna 
is day by day pushing back the Aus- 
trian lines upon Triest there are in- 
dications that the stagnation along 
the French and 'British fronts in 
France may soon be interrupted. 


The sign that points most strong- 


ly to this impending change is the 
intense aerial activity taking place. 
The British report of last night em- 
phasized this in its account of 
12 


German machines destroyed and 10 
others driven out ol control, while 
today from the French front Paris 
Announces 
the 
bringing down of 
seven German airplanes in engage- 
ments and the serious damage of 12 
others. 


For the present, however, the al- 


lied infantry is being held close to 
its lines. 
Raiding operations and 


occasional local attacks by one side 
or the other are the only develop- 
ments reported in the official state- 
ments aside from the displays of en- 
ergy on the part of the airmen and 
the artillery arm. 


The German infantry facing 
the 


British armies is apparently being 
held in check by its commanders as 
closely as that of its opponents, but 
sharp 
attacks 
continue 
on 
the 
French lines, notably in the Cham- 
pagne region.

launched last night in the Hurtebise 
district but each was easily repulsed 
by the French fire.

Christian Sci- 
ence is producing certain very defi- 
nite and very beneficial results, and 
it behooves every thinking person to 
try to understand bow they ate ac- 
complished. 
No progress will be 


made by closing one's eyes to the 
facts and blindly denying their ex- 
istence. 
Neither will it serve any 


useful purpose to attempt to minim- 
ize what Christian Science has al- 
ready accomplished. 
The honest in- 


vestigator who desires to know the 
truth about the matter will take the 
case as it stands. He will waste no 
time in fruitless bickering over es- 
tablished facts, but will strive to

As one considers the/ subject of 


religion from this broadVviewpoint it 
becomes entirely plain niat most of 
the people in the world are believing 
as their religion many things) that are 
not true. 
There is only one truth about any 


subject although there may be many 
erroneous beliefs about it. This is as 
true of religious subjects as of others. 
If one believes erroneously as to 
what is the law he will not be a safe 
lawyer, nor will he be an 
efficient 


engineer if his beliefs concerning the 
rules of mathematics are faulty. 
In 


each case erroneous beliefs must be 
displaced by positive knowledge be- 
fore correct results can be attained. 


Every one will recognize not only 


the desirability, but the necessity, of 
exchanging false and erroneous be- 
liefs 
about 
religious 
matters 
for 


positive truth. In no other way can 
he grow spiritually. Spiritual truth 
is the truth about spiritual things, 
but as long as one believes erroneous- 
ly about spiritual things he is on a 
false track and his erroneous -beliefs 
will deprive him of the benefits that 
would otherwise come to him through 
a correct understanding of the truth. 
Likewise, if one wraps around him- 
self the robes of self-satisfaction, and 
maintains that there is no spiritual 
truth outside his own beliefs, he is 
not likely to progress. 
He should 


remember that Jesus proved that 
there is enough spiritual tiuth in ex- 
istence that can be taught to and 
understood by human beings to en- 
able them to heal the sick and raise 
the dead, and no one should be satis- 
fied until he has attained to this un- 
derstanding the demonstration. 


True religion consists of spiritual 


truth, and not of erroneous beliefs, 
hence it follows that one's religion is 
limited to the amount of spiritual 
truth he knows, and that erroneous 
religious beliefs are only so many de- 
lusions that serve no other purpose 
than to obstruct "spiritual growth. 


Moreover it is plain that since re- 


ligion in its true sense is spiritual 
truth it necessarily follows that real 
religion and real

In approaching the 


of this subject 
one

term, Christian Science, is perfectly 
correct, for it is a statement of the 
spiritual 
truth ~

Christian religion, and, as such, it 
may be proved by demonstration

Christian Science aims to destroy 


erroneous 
beliefs by 
substituting 


a knowledge of truth in place there- 
of and to destroy out of the hu- 
man mind all evil qualities by plant- 
ing good qualities in their stead. It 
wages relentless warfare against all 
wrong mental qualities. It seeks to 
substitute love in place of hate, un- 
selfishness in place 
of 
selfishness, 


honesty m place of dishonesty, and 
truth in place of " error. It 
lays 


tremendous emphasis upon 
the ne- 


cessity for "bringing into captivity 
every" thought to the obedience of 
Christ," (II. Co. 10:5) as the Bible 
commands. It shows that the cause 
of all disease and sin is mental, and 
not physical, and that both sickness 
and sin are destroyed by the evan- 
«*elization of the -human mentality 
with truth and love. It teaches with- 
out any reservation whatever that 
the truth taught and practiced by 
Jesus, when- understood and applied, 


Jectlon to Christ, then man will bo 
transformed from a sinning, suffer- 
ing mortal into a state of peace and 
harmony. The carnal mind with its 
gin and superstition produces 
the 


conditions that load to death, while 
to be spiritually minded, that is to 
have the mind that was in Christ 
Jesus, "is life and 
peace." 
Chris- 


tian Science teaches that this is the 
precise process by which human be- 
ings are saved from sickness and sin. 


It will thus be seen that Chris- 


tian Science healing in every case is 
spiritual, and results from the op- 
eration of Truth or divine Principle 
in human consciousness, 
and 
not 


from the action of one human mind 
upon another, nor from -human will, 
nor from hypnotism, nor from men- 
tal suggestion. 
To summarize the matter 
in 
a 


single sentence, it can be said that 
Christian Science healing is accom- 
plished through the activity of right 
thinking and right living, and in no 
ether way can one demonstrate the 
Principle that heals.

That 
supreme, creative, governing, omni- 
present Mind or Principle, is God, 
the only Cause, the only Creator, 
the only Ruler of man and the uni- 
verse.
